Negro Aids in Attempt to Put Out 
Fire by Throwing Rugs About 
Young Woman, Who Rushed To- 
ward Stairs, Fanning Flame Whih 


Took Life 


4 Startled by cries of agony, Mrs. II. McK, 
Wilson of 4208 Westminster place rushed 
from her room on the second floor to meet 
Anna Crete, a servant, running through the 
hallway with her skirts ablaze. 

She stopped the girl and fought the 
flares with her hands and with rugs, ex- 
tinguishing them, but not before Miss Crete 
was fatally burned. 

Mrs. Wilson was severely purned on the 
hands, and her hair was singed. The flames 
spread to the hall carpet, hangings and 
woodwork, but the further spread of the 
fire was stopped by Robert Cobb, a negro 
porter, called from the sidewalk, who car- 
ried sufficient water o put out the blaze. 

Mrs. Wilson and other women gave their 
attention to the injured girl, who was suf- 
fering greatly. As soon as the danger of 
further fire was er the man who had 
volunteered his services summoned Dr. Dal- 
ton. but Miss Crete waa dead when he 
arrived. 

She was burned belaw the waist, and 
Dr. Dalton said she had inhaled the flames 
that blazed high from her cotton clothing. 

Miss Crete had lived with Mrs. Wilson 
since Ogt. 15. Ordinarily Mr. Wilson cared 
for the furnace, but for the last week he 
has been quite i with la grippe and is un- 
able to leave his bed. 

Thursday morning Mrs. Wilson was in 
the front room of the second floor reading 
to him. Miss Crete had been told to care 
for the furnace in the basement.

Then Mrs. Wilson picked up a rug and 
asked the girl to lle down, bur again she 
refused and made another attempt to reach 
the 2 to the third floor.

BE CAUSE OF 
DRUCKER'S DEATH 


England and Holland Want Rigid In- 
vestigation of Circumstances in 
Which Former Member of Parlia- 
ment Passed His Last Days. 


POLICE INACTIVE DESPITE 
EVIDENCE OF MALTREATMENT 


Demise Came at the End of a Long 
Debauch With a Woman Who Dis- 
appeared When the Story Was 
Published.

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—Despite the as- 
founding story of brutality told by James 
Murphy concerning the treatment of Adol- 
phus Drucker, in Bellevue Hospital, which 
was followed by his death, the district at- 
torney’s office today reported it could find 
no evidence to warrant investigation. 

Notwithstanding this decision, William 
Otto, to whom Murphy referred as.an eye- 
“witness, corroborates the story of Murphy 
in every particular. 

Besides the possible maltreatment of the 
former member of parliament in the hos- 
pital, the death of the man has become of 
international importance. 

Both the British and Dutch governments 
are ready to enter into a most rigid inves- 
tigation of the man's last days in this 
city. 

An inquest will begin on Friday. 

Drucker died undoubtedly after a pro- 
longed debauch, most of which was spent 
in the company of a woman. 

Whether or not this woman was a chance 
acouaintance or had followed him from 
* London in the hope of bringing about his 
death so that his creditors could collect the 
enormous insurance on his life is a mat- 
ter of wide conjectufe. She disappeared 
when the story of his death was published. 
Instead of arriving here on Nov. 3, as 
he led his friends to think, he really ar- 
rived on Oct. 24. He was then accom- 
panied by two companions. He remained 
away from his New York friends until Nov. 
' 13, at which time he was about to start 
In a week he 


was back here. As a matter of fact, it is 


not known that he left the city at all. 


Being short of money he made several 
drafts for small sums he had on deposit 
in Holland and Switzerland. The aggregate 
Was $3000. All of this he drank up in a 
few weeks. 8

This is the first intimation that there 
has been any discord in the family. 
Mr. Villard died on Nov. 12, 1900, at his 
bounty place, Thorwood, near Dobbs Fer- 
ry. Apoplexy caused his death, and his 
illness was brief. His will was executed on 
June 2 of the same year, at which time, 
so far as the public knew, he wag in good 
health.

The fight for Mr. Villard’s millions will 
recall to notice the stormy. business career 
through which he acquired them. Twice 
he made great fortunes, only to see them 
swept away in the crashes of 1884 and 1893. 
In each case, by his boldness and indom- 
itable energy. he was able to retrieve his 
affairs. He gave vast sums to charity and 
education during his life. 

The most famous fight of his life, was 
that with Brayson Ives and others for the 
control of the Northern Pacific Railway, 
which culminated in October, 1893, in Mr. 
Villard’s retirement. A suit involving $10,- 
000,000, in which charges of fraud were 
made, was brought against him and other 
men conected with the management of the 
road. A few months later Mr. Villard was 
blackballed by the Metropolitan Club. He 
went to Germany and it was reported that 
he would reside there permanently. but he 
shortly after came back and tackled his 
foes with all his former vigor, speedily re- 
habilitating his fortune. 

Mr. Vilard was famous for his lavish ex- 
nditures. After the election of Grover 
leveland to the Presidency in 1892, a din- 
ner in his honor was given at Sherry’s by 
Mr. Villard, which was on such a scale of 
magnificence that it attracted much atten- 
tion. It was intimated that Mr. Cleveland 
would make Mr. Villard either secretary of | 
the interior or minister to Germany, but 
he did neither.

AMERICAN NAVAL OFFICER 
CALLS ON THE COMMANDER 


The Colombians Strongly Resent the 
Presence of United States Warships 
in Their Waters and Requested the 
Cruiser Atlanta to Sail Away. 


THE INVADERS’ CAMP. 


The mouth of the Atrato river, near 
which the Colombian army of invasion is 
camped, is the nearest available point in 
Colombian territory to the Atlantic side 
of the isthmus. The Atrato river flows di- 
rectly south across the Darien strip, and 
almost at the foot of the Darien mountain 
chain separating the isthmus from Darien. 
It is assumed that it is the intention of 

the Colombians to pass up the Atrato 
river to its junction with a small river that 
rises in these mountains on the west. The 
source of the small river forms a gap in 
the mountain chain through which the Co- 
lombian troops can pass. The Balsas river 
rises on the west side 4f the mountains and 
flows toward the gulf of San Miguel on the 
Pacific side of the isthmus of Panama. 
By passing through the gap in the moun- 
tains and using small boats the troops 
could safl down the Balsas rtver to the 
guif of Miguel, and then directly across 
the bay of Panama.

COLON, Dec. 17.—The United States 
cruiser Atlanta, Commander William H. 
Turner, returned here last night from the 
Gulf of Darien. She discovered, Dec, 15, a 
detachment of Colombian troops, numbering 
apparently about 500 men, but. according to 
their statements, totalling 1500 or 2000 men, 
at Titumati, on the western side of the 
gulf, just north of the mouth of the Afrato 
The commander of the Atlanta sent 
ashore an officer, who conversed with the 


Colombian commander. The latter pro- 
tested energetically against the presence 
of American warships in Colombian wa- 
ters, insomuch as war between Colombia 
and the United States had not been de- 
clared and politely requested the Atlanta 
to leave the gulf, because it belonged to 
Colombia. Commander Turner ignored the 
request and the Atlanta returned to Colon 
to report to Rear-Admiral Coghlan, 

The Colombians are clearly busy with 
protective and strengthening measures. 
Although they treated the Americans cour- 
teously they decidedly resented the pres- 
ence of the Atlanta’s landing party. The 
Colombian force Was composed partly of 
the men landed at the Atrato river by the 
Colombian criusers Cartagena and General 
Pinzon. 


Declined, to Lower 


the Stars and Stripes. 

Early in the morning of Dec. 15. the At- 
lanta sighted a small schooner in fhe center 
of the Gulf of Darien and followed her to 


the western shore, where the schoongr at- 

ted to hide behind an islet. Lieut. 
Harian P. Perrill of the Atlanta was or- 
dered to board her and thereupon a whate- 
boat was lowered and pulled toward the 
schooner. 

Through the courtesy of the naval officers 
the correspondent of the Assoclated Press 
accompanied the party in the whaleboat. 
It was found that the schooner had on 
Doard 100 armed Colombian soldiers, com- 
manded by Gen. Raf cel Novo, who said 
Gen. Daniel Ortiz, e nder-in-chief of 
the Colombian forces of the Atlantic and 
the Pacific, had a 8 camp a mile away 
on the mainland. Novo requested 
Lieut. Perrill to land and confer with Gen. 
Ortiz. After temporarily returning to the 
Atlanta Lieut. Perrill went back to the} 
schooner, which in the meantime had taken 
a position off the beach of a bay. 

Great excitement prevailed among The 
Colombians on the whaleboat's approach. 
There were repeated cries of Viva Colom- 
bia“ and there was a sudden concentration 
of 158 Colombian soldiers on the beach. 
For some moments the situation appeared 
dangerous and had the appearance of an 
ambuscade, Gen. Ortiz appeared on the 
beach when Lieut. Perrill went ashore, the 
whalebort in the meanwhi'e lunes eloge to 
the beach. Gen. Ortiz insisted that Lieut. 
Perrill should fly the Colombian flag at 
the bow of the whaleboat or lower the 
American flag at her stern because she was 
in Colombian waters. Lieut. Perrill re- 
nifed that he did not have a Colombian 
fing and refused to lower the stars and 
stripes. Gen. Ortiz did not insist upon his 
so done but he protested in writing 
against the presence of the Americans in 
Colombian waters. 

Lleut, Perrill accented the protest and 
conveyed it to Commander Turner. who 
handed it to Rear-Admiral Coghlan on his 
Arrival hére.

During the conference with the Colom- 
bians ashore Lieut. Perrill was surround- 
ed by Gen. Ortia's staff. while inland a few 


paces ‘there was a semicircle of armed sen- 
tinels. The beach in both directions was 
also lined by sentinels. Gen. Ortiz did not 
permit Lieut. Perrill to leave the point of 
the beach where he landed. While Perrier 
was awaiting the Colombian protest Firs! 

Edward B Manwaring. commanding 
the marine guard of the Atlanta, rowed up 
in a eutten for the purpose of communi- 
cating with Lieut. Perril ae to gain cer- 
tain military information. Lieut. anwar- 
ing went ashore and the cutter joined the 
whaleboat off the beach.

New Interests Are Heavy Buyers of 
the Stock and May Obtain 
‘the Control 


The sharp decline in the price of St. 
Louis Transit stock during the past few 
days has given rise to a report that an 
effort to obtain control of the property was 
made by parties who are not prominent in 
the affairs of the company at’ the present 
time. Those most prominently mentioned 
as having been large purchasers during 


the drop is the firm of Adler, Tilles & 
Cella. owners of the St. Louis Fair 
Grounds and Delmar race track. They are 
credited with the purchase of 15,000 shares 
of the stock in the past month. 

Several months ago it was reported that 
they had negotiated for large blocks of the 
stock at- higher prices than it is selling for 
at present, but at that time the stock was 
much more firmly held, and no round lots 
were on thé market. For the past few 
weeks there has been a desire to realize 
on the part of some disaffected holders, and 
it is thought that a persistent movement 
was directed against the stock for the pur- 
pose of breaking the price.
